DEPRESSION AND THE DEMOCRATS 
Judged by the overwhelming victory of the Democratic candidate 
for governor in New Jersey, the jubilation of Democratic leadership is not 
without a certain amount of justification. Had Mr. Baird won there would 
be more Republican cheerfulness in Washington. His triumph would have 
been regarded as an indication that the assaults upon the Hoover ad* 
ministration as responsible for the economic depression had failed. The 
success of Governor-elect Moore naturally tends to strengthen attack. 
Of course it was a campaign mostly fought on local issues. 
Of 
course, too, New? Jersey has a habit of electing Democratic governors in 
other than presidential years. 
Indeed, in twenty-four years only two 
Republican governors have been chosen. Nevertheless there is a heart­ 
ening of Democratic effort with an eye upon 1932. And depression will be 
made much of in the debates which will entertain the galleries of the 
nation's capitol when congress assembles early in December. 
It is true as a matter of plain fact that depressions such as the 
world has been undergoing come and go no matter wj*at party is in con­ 
trol at Washington. To lay blame upon President Hoover is silly. Yet 
politicians seize upon any weapon for an issue and the thoughtless are 
apt to swallow their harangues at par value. Only the other day so in­ 
telligent a man as is Governor Ritchie of Maryland, in a speech in Boston, 
resorted to the demagogic tactics of assailing the administration for the 
slump that has been general about everywhere. 
He charged that the 
president had failed to meet the troubles of the day with a constructive 
programme, 
Now' any person who has followet events must realize that Mr. 
Hoover has had from the start a programme for building up that lias 
gone very far is helping unemployment. His insistence on maintaining 
the scale of wages has prevented many a cut. His plans for the future 
are highly constructive. It is easy to criticise—to tear down. And that 
is precisely what Governor Ritchie is doing. Has he a valuable sugges­ 
tion? If so he has not made it. Have Democratic leaders anything prac­ 
tical to offer? They have not—up to date. Could Ritchie or his party’s 
leader» name anyone in the United States who could have handled the 
situation with more ability and common sense than Hoover? If so, who 
is he? 
Without the slightest reason it invariably happens that if prices 
oi commodities go down the administration in power is blamed. There is 
restlessness. The tendency is to exact a change in the hope that some 
thing may happen for betterment. Conversely if there is prosperity there 
is no desire to change 
Today Democratic leadership is trading on de­ 
pression. But tomorrow, should there be a restoration of prosperity their 
trade would be gone. 
A year wiii elapse between the election in New Jersey of Tuesday 
last and the presidential election of 1932. 
Much may happen in that 
time. Indeed, much is expected to happen. From all quarters come re­ 
ports of reviving business, of more men put to work.

Several legislators, after reading 
the “vindication report” of the pres­ 
idents hand-picked committee, ex­ 
pressed a desire for an im partial 
and open investigation at which all 
sides could be heard. 
Ask For Inquiry. 
Those who will press for a con­ 
gressional inquiry feel th at the na­ 
val budget and the general adminis­ 
tration naval policy ate m atters of 
prim ary congressional concern. 
Outstanding in this group was 
w Senator Couzens (R) of Michigan. 
He said: 
“These things are legislative m at­ 
ters and I hope congress will go 
into them thoroughly and hold an 
investigation in which all sides can 
be heard.” 
Oouzens would not comment on 
the merits of the report prepared 
by Chairman John Hays Hammond 
and his four associates on the Hoo­ 
ver committee. 
This report, inci­ 
dentally, in pursuance of instruc­ 
tions from the W hite House, tool 
no cognizance of G ardiner’s charge 
Mr. Hoover was in “abysmal ignor­ 
ance” of naval affairs and a “con­ 
genital pacifist.”

He con­ 
demned Gardiner and praised the 
Hammond report, but conceded that 
an investigation should be under­ 
taken by congress.

POSTAL RECEIPTS 
SHOWDECREASE 


New Castle’s Record Is About 
Same As Nation As 
Whole 


(Special To Th* M*w*) 
WASHINGTON, D. C . Nov. 9 — 
The degree to which New Castle 
contributed to the federal deficit last 
fiscal year, insofar as postal col­ 
lections are concerned, is shown by 
figures on such receipts made avail­ 
able by the postoffice department. 
During the fiscal period ended 
June 30, last, the postal collections 
at New Castle totaled $164,672. This 
was a decline oi $13,621 or about 
seven per cent below the receipts ol 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1930. 
In the country as a whole, on the 
other hand, postal receipts fell off 
only 6,1 per cent during the fiscal 
year ended last June. Such collec­ 
tions totaled $656,463.383 for that 
year as against $705,484.098 in the 
previous peroid, a decline of $49,- 
020.715 or 6.1 per cent. 
Postal receipts have been declin­ 
ing steadily since the close of 1931 
fiscal year, with the result that at 


the end of October the postal de­ 
ficit for the first three months of 
the current fiscal year amounted to 
$65,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Voicing 
fresh opposition to administration 
policies, Senator George W. Norris, 
veteran insurgent leader, returned to 
the congressional wars today with a 
new insurgent program for the ap­ 
proaching session of congress. 
On foreign affairs, Norris propos­ 
ed a new condition for American ad­ 
herence to the revised World Court 
protocal. 
On domestic issues, he 
suggested a huge bond issue to pro­ 
vide* work for the unemployed, op­ 
posed tax increases for the middle 
and poor classes, declared it 
was 
hopeless to expect a tariff revision 
and sought to side-track the pro­ 
hibition question. 
In brief, he de­ 
clared war on all the President’s 
outstanding policies. 
Bolt Is Arranged 
As tor Mr. Hoover personally, Nor­ 
ris paved the way for an insurvent 
bolt to the Democratic presidential 
nominee next fall, should the Presi­ 
dent be renominated by the Repub­ 
licans. Norris led such a bolt against 
Hoover in 1928. 
It was apparent 
he will not hesitate to lead a similar 
bolt next year. 
The Nebraskan’s political views on 
Mr. Hoover were summed up in a 
single sentence anent the farm prob­ 
lem. 
Norris said: 
“On the farm issue, as on power 
tariff, taxation and in providing 
governmental aid for the unemploy­ 
ed, so long as Herbert Hoover 
is 
president, we cannot exppct to do 
anything in congress, because he is 
opposed to all liberal thought 
on 
these subjects.” 
On the World Court issue, Norris 
proposed a reservation, broader than 
any of those adopted two years ago 
when the senate gave a half-hearted 
approval to American entry. 
“I shall favor American 
adher­ 
ence, only if a reservation is adopt­ 
ed, requiring the senate s approval 
before any controversial issue, in­ 
volving the United States, may be 
submitted to the Court for decision,” 
said Norris. 
Condemns Program 
The insurgent leader condemned 
the administration’s economy pro­ 
gram. 
He declared it was ridiculous 
for the President to plead with in­ 
dustry to keep men at work while 
discharging large groups of govern­ 
ment employes. 
*Tf we expect 
industry to keep 
men at work, the government ought 
to set an example because the gov­ 
ernment is the largest employer in 
the nation. 
I favor a bond issue 
to cover the emergency and provide 
work for the unemployed. 
Instead 
of fighting over the dole, the gov­ 
ernment ought to provide work for 
its jobless citizens.” 
As for taxation, Norris said: 
"Taxes must originate 
in 
the 
house so I do not know 
whether 
there will be a bill to increase taxes. 
If there is any increase in taxes, it 
ought to be in inheritance taxes on 
the swollen fortunes of the very rich 
and in taxes on tremendous incomes. 
It would certainly be a bad policy 
to increase taxes cm the middle and 
poor classes.” 
Predicts Veto 
Norris said the tariff 
law 
was 
“wicked and indefensible” but 
he 
saw little possibility of a downward 
revision with Mr. Hoover in the 
White House. 
He predicted Hoover 
would veto any slash in the tariff 
and that congress could not pass it 


over a veto. 
He said the outlook 
was similarly hopeless for progres­ 
sive legislation cm the power issue. 
On prohibition, he said: 
“I feel prohibition has not had a 
square deal. 
If an honest effort 
is made to enforce it against the 
rich as weU as against the poem, 
against the big fellow as well as the 
little feSow, and then enforcement 
fails, I would favor a change.”

Misunderstanding 
In Existence Over 
Game Law Provision 


Many Hunters Under Impres­ 
sion Pheasants Can Only Be 
Shot Certain Days 


Many hunters have reported 
an 
apparent misunderstanding of the 
provisions of the state game law rel­ 
ative to the hunting of pheasants, 
Game Protector Prank L. Coen stat­ 
ed today. 
Because of the 
restrictions 
on 
hunting grouse, many hunters have 
been led to believe that the same ap­ 
plies to pheasants, and have been 
losing birds which they might have 
shot. 
Male pheasants can be 
hunted 
every day of the season, Game Pro­ 
tector Coen states, but female pheas­ 
ants cannot be shot at all. 
Ruffled 
grouse can only be hunted cm the 
first three days of the week, namely, 
Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday, 
during the first two weeks of the 
hunting season, and on Thursday, 
Friday, and Saturday on the last two 
weeks of the season. 
Some hunters interpreted the law 
to include pheasants with 
ruffled 
grouse, and have only been shooting 
at birds during the first three days 
of the week. 
There are no restric­ 
tions on male pheasants whatever 
and hunters may kill them all week 
long. 
Several prosecutions 
have 
been 
made where hunters have 
been 
found to have killed female pheas­ 
ants, but for the most part Law­ 
rence county hunters are observing 
the law to the letter, Coen states. 
Ring-necked pheasants are to be 
found mostly around marshy ground 
or in low places, while ruffed grouse 
are more apt to be found in thickets 
and wooded places.
